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Infantry Arms 


1, The equipment of the Rumanian infantry with arms was completed in 
February 1950, Rumanian weavons were to be cradually replaced by 
soviet materiel, All artillery battalions of the infantry regiment 
had been fully equinped with Soviet guns. About 40 percent of the 
materiel in other wnits was of Soviet origin. (1) 


2. Deliveries from the U.5.S.i, included rifles with 10-round clips, 
light machine guns, mounted model Maxim heavy machine guns, model 
PPS submachine guns, S=mm and 5S7=mm AT guns and short-barreled 
76,2—ma infantry accompanying guns. (2)

Germany during “orld War TI3 model DBerctta 9mm subvachine guns with 
a 30-round magazine and a vater jacket around the barrel, originating 
in Italy; Gleemn and 120mm mortars manufactured in the 2umanian 
Recita Vorkss and Rumanian 60<-mm mortars for mountain troops.

hh, The artillery equipment which was available was sufficient for the 
entire tumanian Forces. It wa. estimated that 80 to 90 percent of 
the Rumanian ertillery was equinped with Sovict materiel in early 25X1 
1950. Of tho <tumanian materiel especially the 100=mm and 150=m 

Skeda howitzers were still used. No neavy AA guns were show to. 777 25X1

a solid muzzle brake and a double recoil brake, canable of penetrating 
a 150emm armor oblate, manufactured in the fwmanien Necita iorks after 
the patent of Captain (ingr) lurlacu, (fnu), and Colonel Nestoreseu, 
(fm); model yikers 75<mm AA suns; and German and Soviet GBenn 4A suns.

8, Deliveries from the U.5.9.R. included TW3) tanks, 100-mm SP mums, 122=0n 
and 152—mm SP suns, referred to as "runs on solfpropelled mounts" , 
half-track and wheeled armored scout cars, full<track arnored nersoanel 
warriers with two haavy machine guns and one Ol.lemn mortar, and half~track

with a boxlike body for transvortation of material,

11, Survey equipment furnished by the U.S.5.N. consisted of ficld classes, 
compasses, periscopes, range~finders and ssecial napmounting boards for 
artillery use. 


Other Data on Armament and Squipnont 
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12, It was olanned to replace all arms snd equipment of Rumanian make by Soviet 
materiel. Prior to February 1950, however, the U.S.5.R. delivered oully 
weapons which were already in use in Yorld “Yar II. No heavy tanks or rocket 
laimchers were seen in the itumnian jrmy. (7)
